One of the worth-while subjects to which 
the California Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers will direct its thoughtful attention at its 
session this month is that of ‘the present preva- 
lent plague of unclean literature. The con- 
sideration of this important subject’ by such 
an organization, representing the two agen- 
cies most vitally in contact with the growing 
child, should be an encouraging indication. 

Between the parent and the teacher ‘there is 
a current division of opinion as to the plac- 
ing of responsibility for moral instruction and 
character building. The parent says: “The 
‘teacher is educated at state expense in the 
psychology of childhood, trained to impart 
both moral and mental instruction in the most 
effective form, and paid for that service. The 
teacher sees the youth when it is in a recep- 
tive mood for learning; let her assume the 
burden for moral edueation.”’ 

There is some justice, of course, in this posi- 
tion. On the other hand, the teacher replies: 

‘ <Phe parent. exclusively is responsible for 
the heredity and environment of the child. 

The parent likewise is responsible for the in- 

fluences for bad or good that surround the 

child from its birth until school age. The 
parent has only two or three children to in- 
struct, usually, while the average teacher must 
take charge of from thirty to fifty. The par- 
ent has the opportunity to impart moral edu- 
cation through religious training, its most ef- 
fective form, while the teacher is prevented 
by law from doing this. The teacher sees 
the child in the class-room for only nine, and 
more usually five short months, then passes 
him. on and receives another class of subjects, 
while the parent may plan a constant and 
consistent campaign of character building to 
surround the child during the entire period 
of adoleseence. The teacher has more to do 
than she can well accomplish in fulfilling her 
duties to the child’s mind, ‘the parent must 
take care of his character.”’ 

However such a dilemma may be resolved 
it is evident that the parent and the ‘teacher 
between them must aceept the largest share 
of responsibiliy for the training of our grow- 
ing generation in the paths of morality and 
citizenship; and when they attack the prob- 
lem they ought to accomplish needed:reforms. 

In no field is ‘this more important than in 
the one which is to be discussed at the meet- 
ing this month. The phenomenal increase in 
the volume of salacious literature within the 
last few years—even months—is one of the 
disheartening symptoms of a general social 
let-down. Literally tons of slightly concealed 
obscenities, in word and picture, are published 
every month, dumped upon the news-stands, 
and, worst of all, sold in great part to the 
boys and girls of adolescent age, who seem 
to receive the same enjoyment in bootlegging 
the forbidden fruits of the printing press 4s 
their older brothers, and sisters, get frem 
the illicit brews of unserupulous lawbreakers 

There is a chance for the women of the 
Coneress of Parents and Teachers to do some 
thing very definite in resisting this growing 
menace. There are laws at hand that mas 
readily, and effectively be invoked if public 
opinion is aroused to their enforcement. Both 
federal and state enactments are already on 
the statute books which may be used to clear 
up the news-stands, but they cannot be put

preaching a publie demand therefor There 
is a need for supplementary laws, of course, 
such as city ordinances, which in soMe, cases 
have already been found effective. But the 
principal need is for such an organization as 
the Congress of Parents and Teachers, who 
admittedly are not professional reformers, 
blue-law advocates or longhairs (although all 
ef these classes are usually the necessary in- 
struments of needed awakenings) to speak out 
strongly, and to plan a definite campaign of 
action in the interest, not only of the boys 
and girls, the most important consideration, 
but of the general public at lavge, whose in- 
telligence is insulted by ‘the growing display 
of crude and disgraceful publications devoted 
exclusively to barn-yard humor and lavatory 


art, that confronts all of us on the news-

1% teaspoonful salt 

8 cupfuls graham flour

Motorists Warned Over 
Picking Citrus Fruits 


In a determined effort to 
stop the continuous — petty 
thieving of San . Bernardino 
County: orange groves, County 
Motor Patrol Captain . Jay 
Boone has ordered his men to 
watch clusely for anyone who 
violates‘the law against pick- 
ing of the citrus crop. 

Additional signs are being 
posted throughout the county 
citrus district warning the mo- 
torists that -the law forbids 
the stopping and taking fruit 
along the highways. While 
on their beats, the motor offi- 
cers will keep a close scrutiny 
on orange groves already said 
to have lost half ‘their crops 
as a result of robbery. 

Riverside County, too, has 
suffered from™thievery, and the 
Board of Supervisors has or- 
dered a patrol of groves and 
careful examination of all 
truck drivers found leaving the 
county with ‘citrus fruit. 

Plans for the cooperation of 
traffic officers with the 
sheriff’s and horticultural 
commisisoner’s offices have 
been outlined. 

All truek drivers not hold- 
ing receipts from packing 
house officials showing the des- 
tination of their load will be 
held for examination. Night 
collections of the fruit by 
trucks is charged in some in- 
stances.

zero, as the cars will protect 
the fruit amply down to that. 
point.’’ 

Mr. Brown said that one car 
of fruit had arrived at its des- 
tination with 60 per cent de- 
cay; due to this overheating. 
It was not a Redlands Car. 
But all districts have suffered 
to’ some extent.

“The way to stop the too 
rapid inerease of taxes is to 
stop the expenditures for 
which taxes are levied,’’ Al- 
bert W. Atwood, writer: and

Schools throughout | the

“You can’t stop an increase 

in taxes, but you may check 
it, and make taxation fair as 
between man and man.”’ 
* ‘Atwood cited the building of 
‘“‘monumental and ornament- 
al’’ high schools, the enthusi- 
astie building of auditoriums 
and other public buildings, as 
an extravaganee. He did not 
recommend building no schools 
but he advised against ex- 
travagance, and against rivalry 
among communities, along this 
line. 

Exempt property, too, he 
said, must be taxed if the bur- 
den is to be properly adjusted. 
He sees no reason why church- 
es, Y. M..C. A. property, de- 
nominational schools, fraternal 
order buildings and the like 
should not be taxed. Twenty 
billion dollars of such prop- 
erty, he said, escapes taxation 
in the United Sta'tes. 

Gasoline taxes, tobacco tax- 
es and similar consumption 
taxes he recommended as being 
most fair. Simplification of 
taxes, he said, cannot be ac- 
complished without injustice. 
He believes, he said, that all 
states sooner or later will have 
income taxes, and he deplored 
the exemption of state em- 
ployees from the present fed- 
eral income ‘tax. He sees no 
reason for any exemption in 
income taxes. 

Whether the farmer pays 
more than his share of taxes, 
Atwood did not state positive- 
iy, although he quoted figures 
showing that the farmer pays 
16 per cent of this income, as 
against 11 per cent for all 
other occupations. One reason 
tor this, he said, is that farm 
property is tangible and easy 
to reach. 

Extravaganee, _ inefficiency 
and graft, he said, are not the 
real eauses of high taxes. Not 
more than 10 per cent would be 
saved by perfect government, 
and while he admitted this 
would be worth while, he said 
the trouble is further back. 
The real trouble is with the 
taxpayers, who vote bond is- 
sues for buildings and other 
purposes. Sueh bond _ issues 
are backed by politicians, and 
by business men and chambers 
of commerce who want expen- 
sive buildings to make bigger 
payrolls and more business. Lo- 
cal. pride and community riv- 
Lalry are big factors, too. 

‘‘Property exemptions must 
be studied, as well as_ ‘this 
whole tax problem,’’ said At- 
wood. ‘‘With 10 per cent of 
the net income of the United 
States spent for taxes, ‘the 
number of men who are mak- 
ing a real study of the situa- 
tion is not more than ten or 
twelve. 

‘The existence of ‘taxes may 
lead to extravagance but - it 
would be ruinous to abolish 
any major tax. Local taxes 
must be held down, if they 
jare, many farmers will be sav- 
ed from ruin by this last 
straw of agricultural burden.’’

with a fine appreciation of both 
color and line, as well as of com- 
fort. And the average woman will 
possess but a single costume, vary- 
ing its effect with a change of 
sweaters, windbreakers, caps, gloves 
and scarfs. The skirt or trousers 
serve as this general foundation.

MONG the many problems, 
little and big, that present 
themselves to the housewife 
for solution, the question of 
what to wear, while working, is one 
of the most important.

Simple, straight line patterns are 
the most satisfactory, and unless 
the material is pre-shrunk, the 
dress should be cut large enough 
to allow for shrinkage both. across 
and up and down. A too-small 
house dress is an utter failure both 
in appearance and comfort, and it 
comes to mending very promptly. 
A very deep hem—Jjust run down 
for the first wearing and taken out 
entirely before the first laundering 
—is the best way to allow for the 
correct final length. It can be per- 
manently hemmed when it has 
been shrunk, 

Let the trimmings be flat and 
tailored, ‘There is wisdom in this 
from the point of view of the laun- 
dry and one’s appearance—frills 
have no place in housework. At- 
tractively patterned ginghams— 
not too light—made simply, with @ 
little apron to match, the apron, 
sleeve edges and neckline bound 
with a matching, cotton tape—of 
the non-fading variety—-are an ex- 
cellent investment. .

MATHER TELSS OF 
EARLY STATE LAW 


That the-lews of California, 
paliicularly those ~ affecting 
real estate, often ridiculed by 
persons ignorant of their ori- 
gin, are peculiar to this state, 
which is in some respects an 
empire unto itself, was. inter- 
estedly brought ont yesterday 
afternoon by Wiley W. Ma- 
ther, student of government 
and an instructor at Chaffey 
Union High School, in a talk 
before the Ontario Realty 
Board at the Hotpoint Club. 

In his opening remarks, Mr. 
Mather, who is the author of 
a book on California govern- 
ment soon to be off the press, 
said that he felt it not amiss 
that realtors familiarize them- 
selves to some extent, with the 
early day law and land_his- 
tory of the state by way of 
acquiring a better understand- 
ing of present day conditions. 

Starting with the gold rush 
when 100,000 coming to Cali- 
fornia in the space of a few 
months marked what is char- 
acterized by some students as 
one of the greatest migrations 
of history, Mr. Mather deelar- 
ed that no state in the Union 
ean point to pioneers who suf- 
fered greater hardship and 
earried his hearers on through 
the éstablishment of the first 
settlements, their rapid growth 
and the lawlessness of their 
inhabitants, told something of 
the technicalities in connection 
with the staking of mining 
claims, of the formation of 
water companies, first in con- 
nection with mining enterpris- 
es and later for agricultural 
needs and of the first Cali- 
fornia real estate boom, which 
sprang up, particularly in the 
cities, as the ‘‘gold fever’’ be- 
gan to subside. : 

In telling of the lawlessness 
which abounded in California 
in the early days, Mr. Mather 
lauded ‘the far-seeing men of 
San Jose, who in 1848 - set 
about the making of a govern- 
ment constitution and were re- 
sponsible for giving Califor- 
nia a real civil government 
nearly a year before it actual- 
ly became a state. He com- 
pared these hardy California 
pioneers to ‘the Pilgrim Fathers 
of New England. 

With the development of 
agriculture in the state, irri- 
vation became a problem and 
a eode of law relating to wa- 
ter distribution resulted. That 
the agricultural development 
has been great is seen in fig- 
ures presented by Mr, Mather 
from state reports which show- 
ed 3,500,000,000 acres devoted 
to farming in California in the 
year 1924, with agricultural 
products for the same year val- 
ued at $600,000,000. 

With the agricultural devel- 
opment, validity of land titles 
became a matter of the utmost 
importance and the situation

The other evening members of 
the Upland Rotary Clyb were in- 
vited to attend the monthly show 
put on by the men of the camp.
